Kozachik and Finn said ‘they believe 
that if the CIA authorized that type of re- 
search, it follows that the clinical testing 
was carried out in’ various locations 
throughout the country and that prison-| 
ers and mental patients were the most 
probable victims of such experimenting. 

Kozachik said he hopes an investiga- 
tion of-state institutions in Oregon and in 
other Northwest states, will “reflect this 
CIA activity.”
